“I further direct that you re- 
check all of your inspections 
against this code. Your imme- 
diate inspections 
many lives. 

“Our dyty- is to make” cer- 
tain that the tragedies of Pux- 
ico, Hillsboro and Warrenton 
will not happen again.”

The five flights, which had 
taken off-from the three met- 
ropolitan airports a few min- 
utes before the call, were or- 
dered to land promptly. 

Thorough searches of the 
plans showed no bombs. The 
planes landed at Pittsburgh, 
Baltimore, Cleveland, Detroit 
and Philadelphia minutes after 
the order was received. 


Crew members used emer- 
gency canvas chutes to speed 
passengers from cabin doors to 
ground. 

All T.W.A. flights scheduled 
to leave the three airports here 
were held up for search. 

The-call, received at 1:04 p.m., 
warned: “there’s a bomb on

The Administration is not pre- 
pared to go this far.

Dangerous Move. 

Any Egyptian attempt to send 
a governor into Gaza at this 
time would be regarded here as 
a dangerous move shattering 
any possibility of obtaining this 
tranquillity, according to Amer- 
ican officials.

So-called “welfare costs” have bur- 
geoned for the past 20 years until 
the American ideal of private enter- 
prise and initiative is all but for- 
gotten. In its place is a socialistic 
welfare grab bag with almost every- 
body in line for a grab.

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Dollars and Votes - 


With the help of a battery of IBM machines, 
Senator Gore's investigating committee recently 
gave the nation the most realistic report it ever 
has had on the enormous cost of running for 
public office. The Gore committee traced the 
pattern according to which more than $33,000,000 
was poured into the 1956 national campaign. 
That was not the whole story, but enough to jus- 
tify the bill which the Tennessee Senator has 
introduced to keep dollars from becoming al- 
most as important as votes. 

His bill is strict—even more strict than the 
good bill introduced by Missouri's Senator Hen- 
nings before the committee report was available. 
It strengthens details of the Hennings proposal, 
so there is no conflict between the two. And 
though it will draw plenty of opposition, controls 
of the sort it envisions are most necessary. 


Senator Gore recognizes that the high cost of 
campaigning by TV makes the present $3,000,000 
limit on National Committee expenditures un- 
realistic. So he would allow the spending of 
20 cents for every vote cast in the previous elec- 
tion. That would raise the 1960 presidential 
ceiling to a little more than $12,000,000. 

Candidates for Senator or Representative-at- 
Large would be allowed to spend 10 cents for 
every vote in the previous contest for the posi- 
tion or $50,000, whichever is larger. Other 
House candidates would be allowed 10 cents for 
every vote in their districts or $12,500, which- 
ever is higher. 

* - . 

These amounts might not allow mile-long pa- 
rades of beauty queens or campaign buttons 
bigger than the bottom of a wash-tub, but they 
should be adequate for a well-managed campaign 
in which essential issues and personalities are 
adequately presented to the electorate. Fur- 
ther, virtually all major party candidates should 
be able to raise such campaign funds, and so 
inequality of resources should be eliminated as 
a possible factor in the outcome of a contest. 


No candidate or his wife, no matter how 
wealthy, could contribute more than 10 per cent 
of his own campaign fund. No individual would 
be allowed to contribute more than $10,000 a 
year to a candidate for any federal office, and 
not more than $250 to House or Senate candi- 
dates other than those from his own state. The 
National Committees would not be permitted to 
transfer more than $10,000 for the support of a 
senatorial candidate, or more than $3000 for a 
House race. 

Labor unions would not be allowed to give 
more than $500 to a campaign, and banks and 
corporations would be subject to strict controls. 

° . * 


Largely unreported contributions to a multi- 
plicity of committees, ostensibly working for a 
candidate without his knowledge, would be elim- 
inated. Such committees would not be legal un- 
less authorized by the candidate; and he would 
be responsible for all money in excess of $1000 
collected or spent in his support. Periodic finan- 
cial reports would have to be made before and 
after the election. 

These rules would apply to primary cam- 
paigns, too, thus covering those states in which 
nomination amounts to election. Some Southern- 
ers will not like this, but the voters of their 
states are entitled to enlightenment just as much 
as the rest of the nation. 


On the eve of the last campaign, the Senate 
leaders of the two parties combined to side- 
track the then pending Hennings bill. The as- 
sumption obviously was that the voters do not 
Care very mth where campaign funds come 
from. If there is such indifference, then those 
who have an axe to grind will play the major 
role in financing elections. It is inconceivable 
that they will not have a proportionate voice in 
public matters which are of interest to them.

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Due Roy Eaton, $80,000 

There is one bill in the Illinois Legislature 
that every Senator and Representative ought to 
want to vote on as soon as possible. That is the 
bill introduced by Senator Muhleman to appro- 
priate $80,000 for Roy. Eaton of Rock Island. 

And why should the State of Illinois pay Roy 
Eaton $80,000? Because, under Illinois practice, 
he is entitled to $5000 a year for the 16 years 
he was wrongfully imprisoned. Witnesses mis- 
takenly identified Mr. Eaton as the man who 
committed a robbery. As a consequence he was 
convicted and sent to the penitentiary. The im- 
prisoned man, working first through a lawyer, 
managed to interest the Rock Island County 
State's Attorney, Bernard Moran, who became 
convinced of Roy Eaton’s innocence. This study 
of the case led eventually to the confession of 
the man who actually did commit the robbery. 

Sixteen years is a long time to spend in prison 
through a mistake in criminal justice and the 
$80,000 is none too much to pay Roy Eaton for 
that part of his life taken away from him. [IIli- 
nois ought to be glad that it now has legal safe- 
guards, in. guaranteeing the assistance of law- 
yers for persons accused of crime, that make 
such miscarriages of justice less probable. 
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Wait and See 

Once again the Citizens Committee for City- 
County Co-ordination has exercised commend- 
able restraint. The committee has decided to 
hold off until next summer before filing its peti- 
tions for a Board of Freeholders to draw a plan 
for adjusting city-county intergovernmental 
relationships. ; 

That makes sense, By July the recommenda- 
tions of the university-directed Metropolitan St. 
Louis Survey will be available. .The road ahead 
in this tricky terrain may be much more ac- 
curately charted after the report than it is at 
the moment. Under the Missouri Constitution, 
once the Citizens committee has filed its peti- 
tions and they are found to contain a sufficiency 
of signatures, the legal machinery for naming 
freeholders moves automatically, and there is 
no stopping it. If the petitions were filed now, 
the freeholders almost certainly would have to 
mark time until the Survey's recommendations 
were in, thus wasting several months. More- 
over, nobody can be certain exactly what the 


Survey will suggest. Conceivably the Survey 
might urge either no action at all, or action in 
areas in which a Board of Freeholders would 
have no authority. All things cons it is 
good that the Citizens’ committee has ded to 
wait for the Survey's recommendations before 
taking any ill-advised léaps.

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For. Professional Fire Inspection 

Missouri regulations governing fire safety are 
now on their way to a strict tightening, through 
enactment of the Spradling bill. An enforcement 
agency to be known as the Department of Public 
Safety and Fire Protection is proposed by Gov. 
Blair. The important consideration in this fur- 
ther step is that the agency shall be headed by 
someone trained and experienced in fire protec- 
tion work, as well as in administration. 

The importance of a professional Fire Mar- 
shal, as this official is generally known, is wide- 
ly recognized. Perhaps the best evidence of 
this is the fact that most states have Fire Mar- 
shals or an equivalent. : 

Missouri. is among only eight states which 
lack such an official. The other states are Ari 
zona, Colorado, Idaho, Utah, Nevada, New York 
and New Jersey, according to the Fire Marshals’ 
Section of the National Fire Protection 
Association. 

Unless Missouri's enforcement agency is pro- 
fessionally directed and staffed, it could easily 
become just another layer of bureaucracy. While 


. nursing homes are the objects of the most im- 


mediate concern, they are only one of many 
types of public places which a Fire Marshal's 
office would protect. 

In the whole broad interest of protection from 
fire for all kinds of places of public accommoda- 
tion through the State, we do not want to estab- 
lish any new enforcement agency without mak- 
ing it the best we can possibly make it.

In view of this crisis, Sukarno is said to be 
ready to modify his plans. He has already sent 
a letter to Mohammed Hata, who resigned as 
Vice President in December. Hata’s influence 
in Indonesia is second only to that of Sukarno. 
If he joins the President in a new government 
it may be acceptable. ‘ But Hata will not accept 
the Communists. Neither will the big religious 
parties. Thus a grave constitutional crisis may 
be avoided. Pe AS 

Grave economic issues, however, also are in-. 
volved in the rising. Indeed, they were its chief 
motivation until Sukarno turned to “mutual 
help” on Feb. 21. Sumatra and the other 
islands have long been complaining that most 
of the government’s revenues are devoted to 
Java—although they pay most of the taxes. 

According to the Finance Minister, these 
provinces are demanding more than a billion 
dollars in credits although the central govern- 
ment can grant them less than $90,000,000 be- 
cause of a new drop in the gold reserves sup- 
porting the Indonesian currency. This could 
threaten any government with fiscal collapse. 
Yet such a disaster may be averted by reason- 
ableness all around, and by possible foreign 
credits. 

What is encouraging, almost erfcouraging 
enough to make the economic problem seem 
minor, is the widespread determination in an 
admittedly immature nation not to deport de- 
mocracy. That must be good news to Secretary 
Dulles and the other SEATO representatives in 
Australia.

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How to Enact Aid to Schools 


Informed observers in Washington believe 
that the chance for passage of federal school 
aid legislation at this session of Congress de- 
pends entirely on the extent of President Eisen- 
hower’s support. So our Washington bureau 
reports. Last year’s record shows that strong 
White House leadership is needed in three re- 
spects; first, to defeat the Powell anti-segrega- 
tion rider; second, to resolve the dispute over 
how to distribute school funds; and third, to 
persuade many members of the President's own 
party to give active support to the legislation 
instead of covertly sabotaging it. 

Last year House Republicans voted 148 to 46 
for the Powell amendment, knowing that it 
would probably doom the bill, while Democrats 
voted 146 to 47 against. The Republicans man- 
aged to record themselves in favor of school 
aid, 149 to 47, on a motion to substitute the. 
Administration's distribution formula, which 
gives some recognition to need, for the Demo- 
cratic formula based-on population only. 

But after that was defeated, the Republicans 
opposed final passage 119 to 75 while Demo- 
crats voted 119 to 105 in favor. Is the President 
going to allow the same kind of record to be 
written this year? , 

If the President wants to give the school pro 
gram all-out support, he has an example in the 
Republican party performance at the 1956 ses- 
sion in opposing the Hell’s Canyon publie power 
bill. The White House made opposition to that 
bill a test of party loyalty. Se much heat was 
_ applied that only two of the 47 G.O.P. Senators 
—Wiley of Wisconsin and Langer of North Da- 
kota—broke ranks. 

If the President will make the same kind of 
party loyalty test of support for federal aid to 
education there can be no question as to what 
will happen to education legislation in Congress 
this time.

Some have gained, 
some have lost in-

Yet what might have been a defect.in 
another political leader he has more 
than offset by frequent contacts with 
people; particularly with people from 
various walks of iife and parts of the 
country who could provide him with 
the “feel” of the nation. 

One. of the marked characteristics 
of his first term was the manner -in 
which he used people to keep him in- 
formed and broaden his own, horizons. 
Mr. Eisenhower saw many people and 
listened to them. And. the sensitivity 
of his antennae became justly fagsous.

Time and again he astonished everyone 
with the keenness with which he felt 
the political moods of the country. That 
has been one of the secrets of his 
success. 

Remoteness is always an inherent 
problem of the presidency. The office 
itself cuts the man off from many 
sources of contact with the country and 
from the interplay of-ideas. Each man 
in the office has to use the devices 
suitable to his temperament and his 
experience to break tl ‘ough the natural 
wall that surrounds the White House. 


Thus it will not be a happy circum- 
stance if Mr. Eisenhower now begins 
to let himself be cut off from people 
outside the White House or his official 
family. 

And there are already some wun- 
happy signs that this may be happen- 
ing. There is something disturbing in 
the declining “White House calling 
list,” in the indications that the Pres- 
ident is seeing more and more of a 
smaller number of people. 


There is something especially dis- 

turbing when Senators or Congressmen 
are made to feel that if they ask for an 
appointment they are “intruding’’ upon 
the President’s time. 
* For the danger here is that a situa- 
tion will develop where the only ideas 
the President will receive, the only 
plans and programs he will get to re- 
view, the only arguments or criticisms 
he will hear, will be such as are fil- 
tered through to him by a few men in 
close on. * 
‘Even if these few men were the 
wisest in the world, the result would 
nonetheless be a narrowing of the 
President’s vision. Carried to an ex- 
treme it could mean that, like the 
kings of yore, the President would 
soon know only what his courtiers 
wanted him to know.

UNITED EUROPE 
FAVORED BY U.S., 
MOLLET SAYS 


PARIS, March 12 (AP)—Pre- 
mier Mollet, just returned from 
conferences with President 
Eisenhower, said yesterday the 
United States is ready to be 
associated with a United States 
of Europe. 

He did not explain to his TV 
audience how or when a United 
States of Europe might be cre- 
ated nor did he explain what 
form the American association 
with it would take. 

“Not only is the United States 
in agreement with what we are 
doing to create a United States 
of Europe,” said Mollet, “but 
as of now they have told us 
of their willingness to be its 
associates. If, one day, this 
European force can be a stanch 
ally, playing its role in the 
world, the United States have 
given us the assurance that they 
will behave as associates.” 

Steps taken to create a 
United Europe include efforts 
to set up a common market 
among six European nations 
and a free trade zone among 
a broader group of 17. There 
are also co-operative economic 
and military organizations. 

Mollet said, France “would 
wish that the United Nations 
be reorganized.” But he did not 
say how.

With 
these out of the way the valve 
can be taken apart and you'll 
find the washer on the end of 
the spindle. Replace this washer 
and that should do the job. By 
the way if you have a. flush 
tank that hisses or hums when 
it's filling with water, dheck 
the washer on the inlet valve.

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Your Income Tax 


Taxable Income — 
By William C. Hanson | 


This is the third article in a series designed to 
help the average individual, and small-business 
man, save time and money on his tax return. 


OES it ever occur to you that maybe you're paying 
more taxes than you need to? This actually happens to 
many taxpayers each year. So, a little checkup on 
your tax situation may result in worthwhile savings for you. 

In a previous article, 
weve saiready sven that 
failure to make full use of 
one’s rightful deductions 
can result in paying more 
tax than the law requires. 
Now, we want to take up 
another phase of your tax 
return where misunder- 
standing can make your 
tax bill too high. We are 
referring to the subject 
of “income,” and what this 
means to the tax collector. 

Under our tax laws, cer- 
tain kinds “income” 
net be “income” at 
It may be only partly 
taxable, or even free- of 
tax altogether. Take So- 
cial Security, for example 
If vou're getting your re- 
tirement checks from the 
Government under Social 
Security, you don't pay taxes on this income. Yet, some 
folks have become so accustomed to paying taxes on every- 
thing during their working years that they erroneously pay 
on their Social Security after they retire. Of course, any 
other income you may get in addition to Social Security 
is taxable, such as wages, dividends, rents, etc.

If YOU ARE 65 or over, don't forget you're entitled to 
a double personal exemption—that is, $1200 instead of $600 
And if your wife is also past her sixty-fifth birthday, you 
get a combined exemption of $2400. 

It’s very important for anyone on a pension plan or 
retirement income to double-check his tax position. Some 
| pensions are taxable, others are not. If you're getting a 
:. pension from any government or private company, that's 
subject to tax. But, if you've bought an annuity, and are 
getting payments from it, this income is tax-free until the 
total you receive reaches the amount you paid for the 
annuity. After that, all payments become fully taxable, 
just like any other income. 

In most cases, any money you get from the Federal or 
state government in the form of “benefits” is tax-free. Thus, 
if you've lost your job and are drawing unemployment in- 
surance, that’s not taxable income. There's no tax, either, 
on any funds you get for workmen's compensation, insur- 
ance, damages, etc., in case of bodily injury or sickness. 
Any government payments to veterans or their families 
(except non-disability retirement pay) is also exempt from 
taxes. If you're getting a pension under the Railroad Re- 
tirement Act, this, too, is nontaxable.

NOW, LET’S LOOK at some other financial benefits on 
which there is no tax “bite.” At one time or another, most 
ef us get gifts during our lives. The law states that “gifts” 
are not “income,” and therefore need not be reported for 
income tax purposes by the receiver. But just a word of 
eaution. Be sure that the money really is a “gift,” and not 
a disguised form of income. 

What's the difference? If the money has been given to 
you because of any work or service you've done—directly 
er remotely—then it’s mo “gift.” Instead, it’s straight in- 
come, and subject to regular tax. 

Thus, al] bonuses, tips and “gratuities” are income, as 
far as the tax collector is concerned. In order to qualify 
as a bona fide “gift,” the money must be free of any “strings 
attached,” with no connection to any service rendered or 
‘ to be rendered. If you've received money as an honest-to- 
goodness gift, you don’t have to pay tax on it, though the 
burden of proof may fall on you to show that it is a gift.

NOW, WE COME to. something which may be only 

” partly taxable—namely, “capital gains.” When you sell 

stocks, bonds, real estate, commodities, jewelry or certain 

other assets at a profit, this is called a “capital gain.” If 

- you realize a capital gain on something you’ve owned for 

‘more than six months, you pay only a limited tax—25 per 

cent at the most. Remember, too, that capital losses can 

. be used to offset capital gains, which is important if you 
actively trade in securities. 

And, speaking of securities, some of the income you 

: get, if you’re an investor, may also be nontaxable, or only 

, partly taxable. If you receive dividends on stock, remem- 

- ber the first $50 is not taxed. Keep in mind, too, that some 
dividends may not be straight income, but “capital gains,” 
and thus taxed at a lower rate. If a dividend is a “liquida- 
tion”—which is rather rare—this may be completely tax- 
free. It may pay you handsomely to check on the status 
ef all dividends with your broker. 

Interest income from bonds may or may not be tax- 
able, depending on the type of bond. Bonds issued by the 
United States Government or corporations pay interest 

» which is fully taxed. But interest on bonds of states, cities, 
‘ turnpike authorities and other public bodies is usually tax- 


: exempt.

DAYTON, O., March 12 

OAP, to put it basically, is a 
S chemical compound resulting 

from the interaction of fatty 
oils with alkali. It was first 
made, centuries ago, by boiling 
together goat's tallow and caus- 
ticized wood ashes. In the thir- 
teenth century it was brought 
from Italy to Germany and 
France, and in the fourteenth 
century to England. 

Until about 1800, virtually all 
Americans made their own soap, 
and it was pretty strong medi- 
cine. It not only removed the 
dirt but, unless used with cau- 
tion, a little epidermis. Shortly 
thereafter the commercial pro- 
duction of more refined soaps 
began, and with it a long evolu- 
tionary process which has cul- 
minated, one might say, in the 
soap opera and all it stands for. 

For many decades soap was a 
commodity which was widely 
advertised and widely used, but 
taken pretty much for granted. 
It wasn’t until recent years, par- 
ticularly since the advent and 
rise of detergents, that soap be- 
gan to assume a place in the 
general scheme of things some- 
what out of proportion to its 
importance. It seems to be con- 
fused in the minds of a lot of 
Americans with things like 
motherhood and the flag, which 
can only be taken as a tribute 
to the art of advertising. 

According to what might be 
called the American soap credo, 
a young girl's chances of mar- 
riage and happiness may depend 
on rubbing the right lather into 
her face morning and night. 
Women everywhere are con- 
cerned not with the state of the 
nation, but with cleaner, whiter 
washes, and if they don't get 
them their neighbors will talk 
and their marriages may be 
wrecked. 


This preoccupation with soaps 
and detergents has made Ameri- 
cans far and away the sudsiest 
nation in the world. During the 
first half of 1956 alone, the 
country used 2,026,012,000 
pounds of soaps and detergents, 
which is. something like four 
times as much per person as the 
next greatest soap lovers, the 
British, and as much as 10 times 
per person more than some 
countries which shall remain 
nameless for fear of creating an 
international incident. 

Today soaps and detergents 
are a multi-million-dollar busi- 
ness, but despite the constant 
promotion and the fact that we 
use them like crazy, people 
don't really know a great deal 
about them. 

A man who does, however, is 
Jay C. Harris, a pleasant man 
of middle age and medium 
height with a crew cut, who 
heads up Monsanto Chemical 
Co.’s research laboratories here, 
where dozens of scientists spend 
their time trying to improve a 
lot of things used in the home, 
the garden and on the farm. 


Harris, who has two degrees 
in chemistry, probably knows as 
much about soap as anyone liv- 
ing. Since 1931 he has been 
devoting himself to the study 
of sodp, during which time he 
has probably washed more dirty 
linen than any one person in 
history. He is further distin- 
guished by the fact that he 
once was given the job of wash- 
ing the Washington monument. 

He didn’t wash it with his 
own hands, of course. But 
when the National Park Serv- 
ice, a few years ago, decided 
the monument had to be cleaned, 
various methods were studied, 
and washing was decided on. 
They came to Harris, who 
studied the type of stone and 
various other aspects of the job, 
and worked out a special deter- 
gent formula which resulted in 
a whiter, brighter monument. 

“ee” “See | 
ARRIS started specializing 
in the field of soaps and de- 
tergents just about the time 
people started hearing about de- 
tergents and wondering what 
they were. Detergents came 
about when they did, Harris ex- 
plains, because Hitler wanted 
to fight a war. Back in the days 
when the Germans were utiliz- 


ing every conceivable commodi- | 


ty to produce munitions, oils 
and fats became too 
be made into soap. They eould 
be both eaten and used in the 
manufacture of munitions. So 
German chemists started look- 
ing around for a substitute and 
they came up with surfactants, 
which is what most chemists 
call detergents, the word bé- 
ing derived from the two words, 
surface activants. As a matter 
of fact, Harris explains, soap 
itself is a detergent. A soap 
or detergent will remove soil 
from a surface, but when you 
come right down to it, Harris 
admits, it’s the application of 
force (elbow grease) in connec- 
tion with the liquid medium 
(water), modified by a soap or 
en that really does the 
job. 7 

The chemical process involved 
in making detergents is a little 
technical, but it’s largely a mat- 
ter of molecules, The early de- 
tergents, like the early soaps, 
left much to be desired. But co- 
incidentally, it was while search- 
ing for ways to make better 
soap that chemists found a way 
to make better detergents. 

For a long time one of soap’s 
chief faults was the fact it was 
not too soluble, which was why 
you had that ring around the 
bathtub. In trying to overcome 
this shortcoming in soap, they 
tried various chemicals, but it 
was not until 1936 that they 
came upon a new and some- 
what revolutionary ingredient 
in soap-making, the poly-phos- 
phates. This ‘did it. 

“It was a terrific improve- 
ment,” Harris says (and no one 
who has ever cleaned a bathtub 
will dispute him), “and it was a 
simple transition to use it in 
detergents. Since then it has 
been largely a matter of who 
could come up with the deter- 
gent which would make clothes 
cleaner, brighter, softer, whiter 
and more pleasant to the touch. 
And could come up with a dish- 
he | detergent that would 
make that dried egg yolk mag- 
ically disappear from the break- 
fast dishes without making the 
fingers disappear also. 

That, in short, is Harris's 
goal in life, a goal toward the 
attainment of which he spends 
his days washing clothes in a

half-dozen different types _ of 
washing machines, and super- 
vising a multitude of gadgets 
which will reveal things in a 
washed shirt that the woman in 
the television commercials could 
never see in a dozen trips to 
the window. 


Monsanto is the world’s larg- 
est manufacturer of phosphates, 
an important ingredient in all 
detergents. The company sup- 
plies phosphates to all manu- 
facturers of detergents, and 
Harris came to Monsanto in 
1936 to help find a better phos- 


phate. 
A tors, synthesizing some of 

the materials used in de- 
tergents, was working on a 
preparation for waterproofing 
fabrics. Not much came of the 
experiments, but they decided 
to see how the stuff they had 
created would work as a sur- 
factant, It turned out it worked 
fine, except for one thing. It 
didn’t lather. Harris put the 
product on the shelf and forgot 
about it until the day came 
when lather began to be a prob- 
lem. Some detergents lathered 
so much in certain types of 
machines (the action of some 
machines produces more lather 
than the action of others) that 
women were finding themselves 
knee deep in lather. It was 
running out of the machine and 
all over the kitchen. 


A washing machine manufac- 
turer asked Monsanto if it could 
produce a low-sudsing deter- 
gent. Harris remembered the 
stuff he had put on the shelf. 
He added a little of this and a 
little of that and came up with 
the first low-sudsing detergent. 


In the course of his research, 
Harris and his staff of a dozen 
people wash some 30,000 pounds 
of clothes a week in six differ- 
ent types of washing machines 
His “customers,” as he calls 
them, are the members of his 
staff and their families, all of 
whom dutifully turn over their 
washing to the laboratory. 


This, however, only shows 
what different detergents will 
do in different machines to 
clothes soiled in the ordinary 
way. To find out what deterg- 
ents will really do, Harris and 
his staff have a complete lab- 
oratory filled with gadgets 
which gét cloth as dirty as you 
possibly can get it, and then 
try to get the same cloth as 
clean as possible. 

The first machine is called a 
launder-ometer. Into this are 
fed weekly about 400 feet of 
fabric six inches wide. The 
cloth passes four times through 
a mixture of graphite, mineral 
oil and vegetable oil. What 
comes out would make a me- 
chanic’s overalls look like a 
wedding dress. Then they set 
out to find out how much of 
it various detergents will re- 
move. If the- soil is too easy 
to remove, they make it hard- 
er by baking the cloth in an 
oven and trying it again. 


The cloth goes from the soil- 
ing process to the tergometer, 
which is best described as four 
small washing machines not 
much bigger than malt-mixers. 
Into each one is placed a six- 
inch square of the soiled cloth.

As a matter of fact the 
swatches come out in ail 
shades, ranging from tattle-tale 
gray to dirty gray.

When Harris and his assist- 
ants get a good combination of 
ingredients tnrough their tests 
on the swatches, they then try 
it out on the laundry of their 
“customers.”

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THER tests are made on

Since our prices have 
the past 20 years, this results 
in a stock valuation at the low- 
est possible cost, thereby re- 
ducing the amount of taxes to 
be paid. Naturally, the system 
works in reverse in a shrinking 


economy — and one rather 
doubts if the proponents of 
L.1.F.O. would have fought 


quite so hard for this new in- 
tcrpretation of the tax law if 
our economy had been on the 
decline these past two decades

GYPT does not seem to be 

F aware of the fact that. its 

ability to use the Suez canal 

is probably more important to 

Egypt and its economy than to 
most other natians. ,

canal, how much revenue should 
to its maintenance, and how 

e tolls should be divided. 

Nevertheless, until. it is’ in 
operation, Egypt's source of 
revenue from the ecanal—and 
she needs all of her sources of 
income right now—is complete- 
ly cut off. Egypt’s cotton crop 
ig mortgaged, indirectly per- 
haps, to the Soviets for Czeeho- 
slovakian arms, yet the regular 
functions of government must 
continue regardless of whether 
revenues are cut or not.

IF PRESIDENT NASSER is 
to succeed in raising the stand- 
ard of living for his people, he 
will have to think of new ways 
for continuing some of the proj- 
ects he has started. It is hoped 
that there will be no resump- 
tion of talk about new projects 
until the financing of the old 
ones and some indication f 
their value can give the Egyp- 
tians added confidence in them- 
selves, in. their ability to meet 
their own problems, and to 
change their conditions under 
their present government.
